The Esch-Cummms Bill 


Quotes From Language of Senator Cummins Who Dis- 


cussed "Legislative Assurance" and the 


Guarantee 


In the issue of The Wisconsin 


Farmer just off the press, James 
M. Pierce, the editor, "calls the 
bluff" of Senator Lenroot on the 
Lenroot contention that there is 
no guarantee in the Esch-Cummins 
biU.

It may take 
the form of a legislative assurance 
that the rates shall be sufficient to 
produce the sum' required but pre- 
ferably it would be put in a positive 
guarantee."

WEHOM the gods are about to

Senator Irvin L. Lenroot of 


Superior, reactionary candidate for

at least once in two years. Ten loads 
to. the acre is the usual application.

The results obtained by the addi- 


tion of'the fertilizers and lime have 
been remarkable.

In another field where

Un- 
doubtedly soy beans are the greatest 
yielding crop that can be grown on 
the lighter soils, and the growing of 
them should be more general on this 
type of soil. Field peas are also be- 
ginning to find a place here. 


34 Registered Holsteins 


Messrs. Austin and Blaine at the 


present time have 34 registered Hoi- 
stems on thoir farm, 29 of which are 
females. 
The feed for milk cows 


consists of all the1 silage and clover 
and alfalfa that they will clean up, 
and one pound of grain mixture for 
every three or four pounds of milk 
produced. Last winter this grain 
mixture was made up of 35 pares of 
bran, 15 of cottonseed meal? 25 of 
ground- barley and 25 of wheat 
screenings. 
This 
year, however, 


bran will be too expensive to feed 
in such large quantities, according 
to Mr. Austin, and ground oats will 
be substituted lor a large portion of 
it. This, ration, then, will be com- 
posed'.of 50 parts of^ground oats, S5 
of ground barjey and -15_ of bran.

Eut only a little over a year ago, 


before Senator Cumroins had gone 
over to his life-long enemies (on 
March 27th, 1919, to be exact), he 
made a speech on the pending rail- 
road legislation, before the. Iowa 
general assembly, in which he not 
only recognized plainly that such a 
"legislative assurance" as the Esch- 
Gummi-ns law contains is in fact a 
governmental guarantee, but that 
under its provisions a return of 4% 
per cent on 17 billions--of railroad 
valuation was ample, instead of the 
6 per cent on 
about 19 billions, 


which has been allowed under the 
terms of the Esch'-Cummins 
bill. 


That my readers may understand 
this ckarly, I quote his exact words, 
from page 1-374 of the Journal of 
the Iowa state sen-ate, for March 
27th,. 1019. 
Speaking of a"govern-. 


ment, guarantee .by means of just 
such a "legislative assurance," he

.If Senator Lenroot objects to! call- 


ins .the "legislative .-.assurance": .of 


the Esch-Cummins bill, which has 
foisted 6 per cent returns on nearly 
?19,00{l,000,000 of valuation, 'a gov- 
ernment guarantee on an immensely 
watered valuation, he should quarrel 
with his colleague from Iowa and 
the joint author of the law, which 
Senator Lenroot supported and now 
brazenly- defends, for it was- Senator 
Cummins who first taught us to call 
it a guarantee, and he certainly 
should know what he was talking 
about: 
The difference between the 


4% per cent guarantee on ¥17,000,- 
000,000 of valuation, which Mr. 
•Etch's "associate in framing the bill 
thought was ample a year or'so ago, 
and the 6 per -cent guarantee on the 
$19,000,000,000 of valuation, allowed 
under the terms of the Esch-Cum- 
mins bill, amounts to $30,000,000 a 
year, or probably at. least a million 
dollars a year in. unnecessarily^ high 
freight rates. to Wisconsin shippers. 


Nor is Senator Cummins the only 


one who has no deceptions .(except- 
ing when, as a candidate for re-elec- 
tion before the outraged farmers of 
Iowa, he has practiced self-decep- 
tion) regarding, the provisions of 
the • Esch-Cummins law being to all 
intents and purposes a governmental 
guarantee. Probably no man. stands 
higher with the farmer shippers of 
the grain belt than Clifford Thorne. 
of . Chicago, who has fought their 
rate battles before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for 
years, 


and is. even now employed by the 
American Farmer Bureau Federa- 
tion,- in -the discouraging .task, of try- 
ing to, protect them from exploita- 
tion, under the terms of the Esch- 
•Cummins law. : In a memorial to 
congress, signed by -Mr; Thorne' and 
the National Conference of Shippers, 
representing, practically all the large 
grain and livestock - interests of the 
country, at Chicago, Dec. SO; 1919,

Sir.ce the passage of the Esch-Cum- 
mins law, by such quibbling as that 
of Senator Lenroot's, as to when a 
.guarantee is not a guarantee, but 
merely a "legislative assurance." In 
/his recent arguments in the rate in- 
crease hearings before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, Hr. 
Thorne and other attorneys, repre- 
senting . the 
public's interests, re- 


peatedly referred to the provisions 
of the law as a government guaran- 
tee, and it is not of. record that they 
were corrected in their use of terms 
nor misunderstood, in the slightest 
As to' whether the guarantee per- 
mitted returns' on a'-watered valua- 
tion, .Mr. Thome had the following 
to say, in a special dispatch to me, 
on Aug. 3 last, following'the com- 
mission's decision, advancing west- 
ern freight rates 35 per cent: 


',- If you and I were to pay the . 
.present market prices for., rail- 
road securities and could sell 
them to the government at 
the prices fixed by the com 
'000,000,000 profit.

when railroad securities are not 
worth over 75 cents on the dol-

Mr. Thorne then went on to point 


out that one very farrreachinp; re- 
sult of the present situation will be 
to stop any movement towards1 a re- 
duction in the high'cost of living, or 
as he puts it, there is the possibility 
that "it will precipitate a revelry* of 
high prices and.high 'wages, which 
will -not apply to grain and livestock 
growers, as they are so thoroughly 
dependent upon 'world-wide condi- 
tions.".
